Nazi Corporal 
Admits Torture 
Soviet Civilians

MOSCOW, Dec. 18—(AP)—A 
German police corporal, who 
upon his own testimony achieved 


near perfection in the practice of 
torture, and an alleged Russian 
traitor who worked for the Nazi 
police piled up details today of 
the horrors inflicted upon the 
Kharkov population during the 
Nazi occupation. 

The court hearing Russia's first 
war criminal case at Kharkov, con- 
cluded its direct examination of 
Reinhardt Ratzlaw, 36, Nazi police 
corporal, and Mikhail Petrovich 
Bulanov, 26, Russian chauffeur, and 
ordered the questioning of wit- 
nesses to begin 


12 MONTHS’ TRAINING 


Ratzlaw testified that he received 
12 months of training in police pro- 
cedure, which included how to in- 
terrogate prisoners and how to 
make them talk. 

“In our training,” said Ratzlaw, 
“we were told the Russians be- 
longed to a lower race than Ger- 
mans and that they ought to be 
exterminated.” 

“You were also taught how to 
accomplish this extermination,” 
asked presiding jurist Maj.-Gen. 
A, N. Maisanikev of the 4th Uk- 
rainian military tribunal, 

“Yes,” was the answer,

account of how he participated in

Privately-owned Canadian radio Sta- 
tions make out a good case for their right 
to representation on the governing body 
of the projected new national network 
With one exception, the new system is com- 
posed entirely of privately-owned stations 

This group of radio men, however, is 
too modest. What it should have demanded 
and what the Canadian broadcasting situa- 
tion requires is adequate private radio re- 
presentation on the board of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation itself. 

It is a gross violation of democratic 
principles to set up any controlling agency 
supported by public money in which the 
voice of those controlled is not heard 

If the CBC were under the immediate 
direction of Parliament, it might be argued 
that all classes of Canadian opinion were 
represented in its management. But the 
CBC is not under the direction of Parlia- 
ment nor is it advisable to place it j 
such direction. 

Under present circumStances, it is a 
vicious anomaly that CBC stations should 
in many instances, be in direct competition 
with private stations when the latter have 
no voice in CBC control at all.

a young engineer-father and is bas- 
ed on good mechanics. My children 
learned so easily that at 14 months 
they were feeding themselves and 
I could enjoy a hot meal!

The patient who gets up with a} 
stiff neck whigh causes pain when- 
ever he tries to move the head may 
lexpect to get sympathy from his 
| friends, but will probably find that | 
| most of them think his plight is hu- 
| morous. If he runs across someone } 
| having had a similar trouble, who 
knows how painful this condition! 
can be, he may get a little sympa-| 
thy; but the average person will) 
| only laugh at his expense | 

Wryneck, stiffneck and _ torticol- 
| lis, mean the same thing, namely, a 
painful condition of the neck, 
brought on by the contraction of} 
certain muscles. Because of this 
contraction, the neck is twisted and} 
| the head is held in unnatural posi- 
tion 

The back part of the head is pull 
ed toward the shoulder on the side} 
where the muscles are shortened, | 
with the face being raised and tilt- 
ed toward the opposite shoulder 
The patient will find it impossible | 
} to turn the head in a normal way | 
}and therefore when he wishes to} 
{look forward toward the side, he} 
| must partly turn the whole body | 

The usual type of wryneck is the | 
acquired type, which seems to de-| 
; velop more frequently in men than 
| in women. The averagescase of tor- 
ticollis comes from a rheumatic 
cause and might be termed a mus 
cular rheumatism. It is usually 
acute, subsiding within three to 
| four days 

The patient may report that the| 
attack developed after wetting the 
feet without changing to dry shoe 
or after driving in an automobile 
with a cold wind striking the af-| 
| fected side, or sitting in a cold draft | 
by an open window. The muscles} 
are quite sore and there is much! 
| discomfort upon movement 

Wryneck may also develop when! 
the lymphatic glands at the side of} 
the neck are enlarged, and may 
| therefore accompany an acute con- 
dition known by the popular name} 
of swollen neck glands 

Sometimes this stiffness is the di 
rect result of injury, coming on| 
after a fall which has wrenched or 
twisted the muscles. The stiffness 
may be uncomfortable, but will 
disappear within a few days Oe-| 
casionally, wryneck is secondary to 
an inflammation of the ear or to an 
infection which has settled about 
the root of a tooth, and will vanish 
following treatment to the ear, or 
dental treatment. 

The strong contraction of the af- 
fected muscles often pulls the cer- 
vical vertebrae out of alignment 
In such cases, adjustive treatment 
given by a graduate of one of the 
manipulative schools will often 
bring swift relief. Because these 
manipulative treatments so fre- 
quently produce good results, I sug- 
gest that they at least be given a) 
trial 

The application of some form of 
heat is also useful in supplying tem- 
porary relief from the soreness 
Heat may be applied with the hot 
water bottle, by the use of hot tow- 
els, with the electric pad, or by us- 
ing a deep therapy lamp or an 
infra red lamp 

It is advisable that the patient 
keep warm during the actual at- 
tack 

As the patient with this disorder 
generally has some tendency to- 
ward rheumatism, I suggest that a 
short fast be tried, which is often 
so effective in eliminating the tox- 
Ins responsible for rheumatism 
During the fruit juice fast, one 
enema daily should be taken. 

While stiffneck is generaily not 
a serious trouble, it is undoubtedly 
true that it is often capable of caus- 
ing the patient considerable pain 
and distress,
